MUSCATINE, Ia., April 6.—WWith . 
a further rise of two feet in pros- 
pect and the levees in the vicinity | 
of the city threatened by the pres-. 
ent stage of the Mississippt River. | 
hundreds of men and teams are now | 
being employed to elevate the bar- | 
riers against the high water and 
plans are teing perfected for the re-

lief of flood victims. 
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The city and county has author- 
ized the immediate expenditure of

France is determined | 
that the treaty of Versailles shall be enforced to the 
letter and this armed occupation of German territory 
is a warning to Germany that France will use troops 
for the purpose, regardless of the attitude of other 
nations which have not yet organized safeguards. 

Disclaiming any intention of renewing war with 
Germany, the French note declares that “the sole ob- 
ject of these measures is to bring Germany to due 
respect of the treaty, and they are exclusively of a 
coercive and precautionary measure.”

If the United States had ratified the treaty and | 
were participating in the work of the League of Na- | 
tions, strong agencies, backed by powerful world 
opinion, would now be dealing with the problems) 
which the nations now feel impelled to settle by their ' 
own forces for their own purposes. The peace of the’ 
world would be in charge of the League and the’ 
guarantees of peace would be working. 

With the nations safeguarding their own interests, 
moved by fear and greed, and the militarism which 
accompanies them, the peace of the world is in grave 
danger. Only Germany's weakness prevents an im- 
mediate conflict on the Rhine. Certainly the situation 
does not work for peaceful and friendly under- 
standing.

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FROSTS AND FRUIT. 

The comedy phase of the Easter blizzard which 
blighted the sprinf hat and the spring gown was 
darkened by the tragedy of the fruit trees. The 
destruction of peach, apple, plum and cherry crops 
is widespread and nearly complete. The loss to fruit 
growers in Missouri alone is estimated at 12,000,000 
bushels, the money value of which is many times 
that number in dollars. 

The lose, however, is not confined to the fruit 
growers; the public will feel it in greatly increased 
prices for fruit during the coming year. The weather 
conditions in this region, otherwise admirably suit- 
ed to fruit growing, make the fruit crop extremely 
uncertain. Experts have gone far in devising meth- 
ode of preserving fruit crops from injury by in- 
sects, but have not yet found cheap and practicable 
methods of preserving them, especially the early va- 
rieties; from frosts. If the frost enemy were con- 
quered, fruit growing would be far more profitable 
and fruit prices would be uniformly lower. 
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THE ‘‘OPEN COMPETITION’’ PLAN. 

The United States District Court at Memphis sant 
recently held that the exchange of market informa-| 
tion through a common secretary on the part of| 
members of the American Hardwood Lumber Manu- 
facturer’s Association constitutes a conspiracy in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law. In the case in 
question the proceedings were of a civil character, 
but the Department of Justice hag given warning that 
criminal prosecution will be begun in al! similar cases 
coming to its notice. 

The decision and warning are timely. It cannot be 
doubted that this particular expedient has been very 
widely resorted to in kindred lines of business for 
the purpose of evading the conspiracy statutes, not 
only of the Federal but of the state governments as 
well. The general uniformity of prices of nearly al! 
articles, despite variation in overhead and operation 
costs, is the plain result. Under the operation of the 
laws of competition the large manufacturer should 
be able to undersell his smaller competitor by reason 
of quantity purchases and production. In practice, 
however, we usually find a significant uniformity of 
price. 

In many businesses we see associations, like the 
lumber manufacturers, having common secretaries 
for the members in the respective lines, acting as a 
clearing house for information exchanged among the 
members; in others, clubs are formed under an ob- 
ligation to file with the secretary, dally, copies of 
estimates made and prices charged, which informa- 
tion is promptly manifolded to all members. The 
objects are plainly to preserve the price level and 
to discourage competition. 

This so-called “open competition” plan has evolved 
during the last decade as the result of a growing 
lethargy in the enforcement of anti-trust statutes. Its 
unmolested practice in one line of industry has en- 
couraged others to adopt it, till at length it may be

profiting at the people’s expense hold him in like 
disparagement. No doubt can exist, however, on the 
point that his role is a very useful one to the coun- 
try. If he occasionally causes inconvenience and de- 
lay to the advocates of some meritorious plan, such 
debit item is offset by a hundred credit items for 
wastes exposed and graft prevented. 

The people have a much better idea of congression- 
al psychology than the statesmen at Washington may 
imagine. The grateful new member who goes down 
with his head full of ideas for saving his constituents 
money finds a system of extravagance and privi-

or departmental perquisite is ever lopped off. On 
the contrary, perquisites are expanded in character 
and multiplied in number as time goes on. A no- 
tion which it is impolite and positively unethical to 


contradict is that any Congressman could earn a/ 


great deal more in private life than his official sal- 
ary, though only a negligible perceritage ever have 
or ever could earn more. 

Anything that comes to them by way of custom 
or favor they regard as only an inadequate return 
for their great deserts and the cost of being elected, 
and how can a man who votes for perquisites for him- 
self oppose perquisites for the departments? Besides, 
after voting millions and billions for the great pur- 
poses of Government, thousands and tens of thou- 
sands seem trifling. The average new member, find- 
ing retrenchment effort a thankless task and one 
bringing ridicule, desists, but Mr. Blanton was of 
stronger stuff. | 

If the late Judge Holman of Indiana, treasury 
watchdog, used to be horrified at some of the at- 
tempted grafts of his time, what would he have 
thought of the amplified grafts of the present? Since 
his death no one has seemed as worthy to be called 
his successor as Blanton. His war on extravagance 
and waste is not always successful, but there never 
was a time when war on extravagance and waste 
should be prosecuted as unceasingly and relentlessly 
as now.
